Letter  to  the  Editor  .  .  . 


This  letter  is  in  reply  to  the 
editorial  on  the  “suitcase  stu¬ 
dent"  in  the  April  26,  1961  issue 
of  the  Northwest  Missourian. 

I  see  no  reason  for  any  offi¬ 
cial  spokesman  for  the  college 
to  descriminate  against  any 
group  in  the  college  which 
brings  much  credit,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  no  discredit  to  our  school. 
I  feel  that  the  commuting  fac¬ 
tion  of  our  school  could  favor¬ 
ably  compare  grade  averages 
with  any  group  on  campus 
which  is  similar  in  size. 

If  campus  activity  is  a  criter¬ 
ion  of  a  “good”  college  student, 
may  I  point  out  that  one  of  our 
number  is  on  a  second  round 
team  in  the  College  Bowl,  that 
another  is  a  member  of  the 
varsity  tennis  team,  and  that 
fraternity  members  are  not  un¬ 
known  among  us. 

A  point  stressed  in  the  “suit¬ 
case  student”  article  was  our 
lack  of  support  for  the  “big 
dances.”  May  I  only  say  that 
the  term  “big  dances"  is  a 
misnomer.  Most  of  us  are 
adults.  When  we  go  to  dance, 
we  like  to  be  able  to  sit  and 


relax  at  a  table  with  some¬ 
thing  to  drink.  Sitting  around 
a  gymnasium  in  a  row  of  chairs 
as  though  we  were  attending 
Professor  Somebody’s  Saturday 
afternoon  dance  class  is  not 
our  idea  of  a  “big  dance.”  I 
realize  that  anything  stronger 
than  soda  pop  is  taboo  on  stale 
property,  and  I  agree  that  the 
age  of  many  of  the  students  in 
attendance  makes  liquor  illeg¬ 
al,  but  really  .  .  .  not  even  a 
Coke. 

My  associates  and  I  are  com¬ 
muters  for  various  reasons, 
some  for  financial  reasons, 
some  for  family  reasons,  some 
because  they  do  not  wish  to 
submit  to  the  restrictions  of 
campus  life,  and  some  because 
they  simply  like  living  where 
they  do.  A  high  percentage  of 
the  commuters  are  married,  or 
are  veterans,  or  hold  full-time 
jobs,  or  have  other  family  re¬ 
sponsibilities.  Most  of  us  are 
23  years  of  age  or  more.  We 
have  become  accustomed  to 
living  our  own  lives,  and  doing 
what  we  think  will  most  nearly 
provide  ns  with  the  life  we
